The Con- 
ference.then adjourned till 4 p. m. to give the various commit- 
tees tirne to make their reports. 

The Conference having reconvened at 4:20 p. m., tue .com- 
mittee on itinerancy and orders reported I. A. Pattou, A T. 
Valery T. C. Leckie,-J C. Iiearn, . J. G. L. Brown, Willie 
Waller' as worthy to receive licenses for the year, and to ad- 
minster the sacraments. The committee recommended Rev 
~L. Hoffpauer, as "entitled" to. certificate "from the -Presidents! 
Elders' Orders. Report was adopted. - 

The committee on education reported and suggested the 
appointment of a committee of five to take suitable steps- for 
the establishment of a high grade and clean school withm the 
boundaries of Louisiana, and requesting this committee to re- 
port to the next annual Conference. . The school at Westmin- 
ister Tex as well as some other schools not being clear on the 
tobacco question, the committee recommends that this Confer- 
ence take a definite stand on this question, and urge the es- 
tablishment of a clean College in our State. The report was 
adopted, with only one vote in the negative. 

Trie committe on finance reported and recommended -as a 
wlntion of the financial question, 1, that the preachers em- 
phasize the t.the system, in their sermons; 2, that the Presi- 
dent's salary be fixed at $600; 3, that this Conference raise at 
least $300 for home and foreign missions, and that this amount 
. be apportioned among the several works. Report adopted. 

On motion, the boundaries and stationing committee was 
empowered to assess these amounts to the various works, and 
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the various works later assumed following obligations:

November 4th, 1901 . 

Conference met at 9 a; rri. after devotional exercises con- 
ducted by brother W. M. Piatt, Rev. J. M. Beard in the chair. 
By a resolution presented by A. W. Stewart, J. F. .Walt man, 
and C. II. Ellis; the Conference appointed Rev. J. M. Beard as 
Conference evangelis, with headquarters in New Orleans, and 
authorized him. to establish missionary posts and enterprises, 
and to collect from any and all sources monays for the'se pur- 
poses, these moneys to be altogether separate from the Confer- 
ence assessment of $600 for home and foreign missions. 

On the recommendation of the committee on itinerancy and 
orders, Mrs. Mary Bartlett was received into the Conference. 
By motion A. 0. Burt, from Ruston, was admitted as an honor- 
ary member of the Conference. Reports of committees being 
in order, the committee on memoirs made an appropriate notice 
on-the death of our belaved brother, B. W. Taylor. 

The committee on by-laws reported that, after careful con- 
sideration, there was no-need for any change or alteration in 
the by-laws! 
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The report of the committee on temperance was then re- 
ceived and ordered printed in fall in the nrnutes, and the 
same is herewith given: , ■■ 

TEMPERANCE. 



- \ Your Committee on Temperance beg to report that they 
are! convinced that but few are informed and really areacquiut- 
-d w'itli the enormity of the Liquor and Tobacco business. 
Last y ear the drink bill of the United States was $1,207,711,258; 
this would have paid the nation's public debt with $100,000,000 
left over. We spent $400,000,000 more for liquor last year 
(1900) than the entire corn crop was worth to the formers of 
America. We spent for liquor nearly four times more than the 
cotton crop was worth," nearly four tunes the value of the wheat 
prop nearly five times as much as the Standard Oil Company 
'received for all its 'oil, more than six times as much as the, sum 
spent in maintaning our puolic schools, and was furty-nine 
times as great as the income of all the teiepraph lines in the 
'country. " While weboast of*$6,000,000-g'ven-to -missions,-we 
nay $600 000,000 for tobaco; hence you see that the poorest of 
American dtlzensfiip pours into the offers of the Devil for the 
two articles of liquor and tobacco the enormous sum of $1,807,- 
711,' 258, beside from among oar boys we are furnishing 100,000 
to take the place of so many, dead drunkards, that they too 
may be blighte.d and .in their turn be killed and damned in 
hel \ Also we must furnish . 200,000 saloonist annually to 
operate the nvllsof hell. Also largely through this infernal busi- 
ness forty-five thousand of the blushing American daughters 
are entraped, snared, arid sold into houses of shame. In the 
brothel hard by the church edifice, we hear howls of the poor 
drunken debauchee making midnight hideous, while professed 
devotees of the cross sleep on downey beds underneath which 
hell is brewing linquid damnation. 

In the scarlet districts of our cities, we see from upper 
windows sad, plaintive faces of robbed and blighted womanhood. 
Our boys are enticed away from home; our girls are sprited 
away mothers are in despair; wives weap in loneliness, as they 
burn the midnight oil, and with pale faces pressed against the 
window looking for the return of the man who prormsed to 
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love, keep, and protect, when he only returns to abuse, - 

Beloved, we may not be able to reform a nation, we may 
not be able to save a world, but, let us in the name of the God 
of nations keep under the blood of Jesus "that , cleanseth from 
all sin," and the battle for the right, for although wrong may 
rule. the land and waiting justice may sleep no w, yet the time 
will be when the evil with the workers of iniquity will be cast 
out, and the righteo as shall inheret- the- earth; and when. the 
battles over, we shall wear a crown. .

-We your Committee on Missions, beg to say as the future 
for the Methodist Protestant church is very bright, and from 
the reports is shown that the amount received for this purpose 
is quite meager, recommend that this Conference establish 
"a Some Mission board, and that the money collected for home 
missions be placed in their hands. We further urge ; that each 
preacher emphasize the importance of this work and that this 
committee set off new mission fields and supply them with 
preachers, and that the Home Mission board place amounts 
collected to their support. We further recommend that speci- 
al attention be given to the territory south and east of Alex 
aadria, as our interest is much neglected, and the prospects 

are bright in that held. . - ,

No delegate shall be entitled to a seat in the An- 
nual Conference without proper, credentials, or other satisfact- 
ory evidence of his election; and in. the case of alternate - the 
certificates shall so express it.

Sec, 3. No person shall be elected to-orders, except he be 
a man of exceptional moral character, genuine- piety7~Tesi>eet- 
able attainments, and sound in the belief - of the. fundamental 
doctrines of Christianity; and faithful in the discharge of G.)s- 
pel duties. . 

Sec 4. No minister in good health, shall be left without 
ministerial work for more than one year; at the end of which 
time he shall resume his itinerant labors, or be transferred to 
the unstationed list, and if so transferred shall receive a cert- 
ificate, of his standing. This rule shall apply to any minister 
so transferred, provided, he, at his. own request, may locate: ; „ 

Sec. 5. No minister or preacher appointed to a circuit, 
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stationy or mission; shall cease ^ from- the 'labors assigned him , 
by the stationing authority until his term of service shall have 
expired, except by consent of. the president, for reasons, by 
him deemed sufficient. , 

\ Sec. bV Each pastor shall be required to make a report of 
his labois in disciplinary form, and shall read the same in open 
Conference before ins official .character- shall pass. Should any

■ sufficient cause for a reprimand by the Conference for first of-

the adjournment of Conference meet, and in committee with 

x the pastor, make the assessment as required by the discipline 
and by-laws, proportion and collect the same, pay over to the 
persons entitled to receive, taking receipts for same. 

Sec. 8. On all subjects involving the financial interest of 
the church, no one shall be entitled to vote except those who 
are 18 years of age, and are contributing members m full mem- 
bership. 

Sec. 9. Any member 21. years of. age, and in good stand- 
ing and full membership for one year is eligible to any office 
■in the church, and as a delegate to the Annual Conference,, pro- 
vided, that' where a church, circuit, station or mission has no' 
■■ member of said age they may place in office, in the church, or 
elect as delegate to the Annual. Conference such as are not 
21 years of age and such as have not been members one year. 

Sec. 10. Due notice shall be given previous to any action 
to be taken that involves the- financial interest of the church.

He shall pay over to the different boards, or to 
the persQns authorized to receivet the same, all money received 
for the various benevolent purposes, taking receipts, and of

~ X Sec. 15. ' EJach pastor shall call the attention of each class 
uiider his charge, quarterly to the amount of its assessment for 
the current year made by the stewards. In failure ..f which, 
class-stewards will not be held responsible for the pastor's

Sec. 16. . There shall be appointed at each session of the 
Annual Conference a minister or preacher to preach an open- 
> ing sermon at the sitting of the next annual session. 

Sec. 17. The' proceedings of Conference shall be record- 
ed by the secretary in a fair hand, for which he shall receive a 
^reasonable compensation^ and shall-be signed by the- president 
and secretary. 

Sec. 18. The secretary shall take charge of all the books 
journals^ records and proceedings of the Conference, and trans- 
mit the same to the Conference at its next session. 

Sec. ,19. The president shall be the stationing authori y 
of this Conference* calling to his aid,- as counsel, one lay man 
from each work represented. . ' ' - 

Sec. 20. In stationing the ministers and preachers there 
shall not be given to any one an appointment, who, in the 
opinion of the majority, of the members, is incompetent to the 
duties thereof, or who, they believe will neglect the appoint- 
ments, and such ministers and preachers may be transferred by 
Conference to the unstationed list, provided, however, that no 1 
minister or preacher, who, in the judgement of the Conference 
is entitled to a superanuated relationship shall be so trans- 
ferred. 

Sec. 21. Jt shall be the duty of the president to see that 
deeds are taken to all the church property belonging to the 
Methodist Protestant church in the Louisiana district. 
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- , Sec. 22. These by-laws can only be changed, altered or 
amended by giving two days' notice in oijen Conference of such 
change, alteration or amendment, and it will require a ^two- 
thirds vote of the membersbelonging to that session of Confer- 
ence. ■'■.:■■.
